SAN DIEGO —The residents of the 
House of Rachel arrive with nothing 
but the clothes on their backs. They 
have nowhere else to go and no one 
else to turn to for help. 


House of Rachel, an emergency 
shelter for homeless women, was 
established this summer through the 
coordinated efforts of Catholic 
Community Services and Metro, a 
division of the local United Methodist 
churches. 


A UNIQUE aspect of this shelter is 
that is not just a place to sleep for 
one night or to get a free meal. It is a 
temporary home — (with an emphasis 
on “home”) —for women who want to 
straighten out their lives and get 
started on the right road again. 


“We want to help women who are 
making an effort to help themselves,” 
said Sister Raymonda DuvVall, CHS, 
director of the ecumenically 
sponsored emergency shelter. 


Sister Raymonda served an 
internship at the House of Ruth in 
Washington, D.C. a few months before 
the House of Rachel was established 
in East San Diego.

Testament who had a few breaks and 
made some bad decisions, but was 
blessed. 


“This is a place for somebody who 
needs time to find a job or get an 
education. Part of the criteria to live 
here is that the women must be 
actively pursuing a goal,” she added. 


“lf there isn’t a willingness on the 
woman’s part to create alternatives for 
herself, this isn’t the place for her.” 


SEVERAL WOMEN have found the 
House of Rachel to be the place for 
them. 


A 21-year-old woman, who asked to 
be identified only as Robin, was 
referred to the House of Rachel by the 
downtown YWCA. 


“| wasn't allowed stay there because 
| didn’t have any identification. | 
didn’t have any money,” said Robin. 


THE YOUNG woman arrived in San 
Diego from New Jersey two weeks 
before. Funds were running low as she 
tried unsuccessfully to find a job. 
Then her purse was stolen. It 
contained her money and _ident- 
ification. 

“| didn’t know what to do. | didn’t 
know anybody in this town,” she said. 
“This place gives me a chance to get 
back on my feet. A person can’t stay 
depressed. You've got to do 
something about it.” 

She will continue to search for a job 
and is also going to check out career 
possibilities offered by the military. 


“ITS TOUGH to find a job in this 
town,” agreed Shirley Dawkins, 30, 
who arrived from South Carolina five 
months ago. 


Dawkins and another resident, 
Diane, check the classified ads each 
day. They plan to get jobs and rent an 
apartment together. 


“| thank God for this house. | had 
nowhere to go after | left the hospital,” 
said. Diane, who had been hos- 
pitalized for a breast tumor. “Ever 
since I’ve been having problems, | 
couldn’t save any money.” 


KAREN MASON, 20, had been out of 
work since May. 


“| was zero on funds. Things just 
weren’t working out.” 


Previous jobs she held included 
being a hotel desk clerk, cocktail 
waitress, and working in fast food 
drive-in. 


“MY WISH is to go back and enroll 
full-time at a community college. | 
don’t know how, but! have achanceto 
check it out. | was really concerned 
sti a place to live and | feel happy 

ere.” 


Betty Glen, 55, was unable to finda 
job because of a disfiguring skin 
disease, which has since healed. 


“| ran through my unemployment 
and state disability. My mother is ina 
convalescent home. | don’t have any 
more family. | used to work as 
receptionist, but | couldn’t work with 


the public, the way | looked,” she 
explained. 

“t WAS NOT ABLE to work full-time 
and | don’t have any local job 
references. It’s awfully hard.” 


Glen was referred to the House of 
Rachel by a social worker at the 
Salvation Army, where she had sought 
shelter after being evicted from ‘her 
apartment. 


“| could only stay at the Salvation 
Army for 11 days, and! couldn’t-afford 
to pay $4 at the YWCA. | think this 
place is a fine idea. It’s very 
comfortable.” 


SHE NOTED that while there are 
several youth-oriented training 
programs, there is “not very much for 
people in my age category. There are 
no provisions made for us.” 


The House of Rachel was opened in 
July as a haven for women like Robin, 
Shirley, Diane, Karen, Betty, and 
others like them. 


The first floor of the two-story 
apartment building houses women 
referred to the shelter by social 
service agencies. 


LENGTH OF STAY is limited to 45 
days and residents are required to 
follow policies set forth by the shelter, 
such as no drinking or drugs, meeting 
curfew hours, and performing © 
household chores. 

The upper floor will temporarily 
house Jesuit volunteers working in the 
San Diego diocese.

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WASHINGTON —The House _ nar- 
rowly rejected Sept. 3 an attempt to 
prohibit the District of Columbia from 
using city funds to finance abortion. 
Voting 195-185, it turned down an 
amendment which would have 
prohibited the district government 
from spending its own locally raised 
tax money to provide abortions. 
Congress has oversight of the district 
budget. 


NEW YORK —Picketing by mem- 
bers of a Catholic teachers’ union 
outside St. Patrick’s Cathedral and a 
strike by teachers at a Brooklyn 
Catholic high school marked the 
opening of the school year in the New 
York archdiocese and the Diocese of 
Brooklyn. 


WASHINGTON — Msgr. George G. 
Higgins paid a formal farewell to the 
organized labor movement Sept. 3 in 
Washington with an impassioned plea 
on behalf.of the poor and disadvan- 
taged. The AFL-CIO held a dinner 
honoring Msgr. Higgins, who retired 
Sept. 1 from the U.S. Catholic 
Conference after 36 years in the social 
action field. 


WASHINGTON=—The Conference 
of Major Superiors of Men has urged 
the U.S. government to take “more 
forceful action in support of the return 
to constitutional democracy in 
Bolivia.” The conference deplored 
“ruthless use of terror and violence” 
since a junta took over in Bolivia in 
July. 


NEW YORK—The activities of 
Catholic Relief Services (CRS), the 
overseas aid agency of U.S. Catholics, 
in 1979 had a total program value of 
$340 million and affected about 17 
million people, the agency’s annual 
report said. 


WASHINGTON —For the 12th 
consecutive year, the number of U.S. 
Catholic missionaries serving abroad 
or outside the 48 contiguous states 
has declined and the total —6,393 — 
is now lower than it was 20 years ago, 
according to figures published by the 
U.S. Catholic Mission Council.

NEW YORK — Saying he has found 
no objection from religious leaders, a 
congressman has proposed moving 
national election days from Tuesday 
to Sunday. Rep. Mario Biaggi (D-N.Y.) 
said Western European nations have 
higher turnouts and hold elections on 
Sundays. 


WASHINGTON—While the total 
number of students attending school 
this fall is expected to decrease, the 
total of students in non-public schools 
is expected to increase slightly, 
according to the annual back-to- 
school forecast of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education. 


DUBLIN, Ireland—Jesuit Father 
Daniel Berrigan, who was imprisoned 
for destroying draft records during the 
Vietnam War, said that prisoners at 
the Maze Prison near Belfast in 
Northern Ireland are suffering 
inhuman treatment. 


GENEVA, Switzerland—The World 
Council of Churches (WCC) has 
announced a record total of $775,000 
in grants from its special Program to 
Combat Racism, including $350,000 
to militant black organizations in 
southern Africa. 


ROME —An Italian Salesian priest 
recently expelled from Iran said he is 
happy that spy charges have been 
dropped in Iran against his fellow 
Salesians, but said the order is 
“terribly shocked” by government 
action against it. 


JERUSALEM —A new wave of anti- 
Christian vandalism has broken outin 
Israel and is being treated with 
indifference by the Israeli govern- 
ment, according to several Christian 
leaders. The complaints were 
reported by Reuters, the British news 
agency. 


ADRIAN, Mich.—Siena Heights 
College in Adrian has become the first 
Catholic institution of higher 
education in the United States to sign 
a bilateral cultural exchange 
agreement with a major Chinese 
University, Jilin University, in 
northern Manchuria, Louis C. 
Vaccaro, Siena president, an- 
nounced. 


BOSTON —Pope John Paul II has 
congratulated the citizens of Boston 
on the 350th anniversary on the 
founding of the city. In a letter to 
Cardinal Humberto Madeiros of 
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Boston, the pope recalled his visit to 
the city last October and said he 
prayed that the same spirit of 
hospitality shown by Boston residents 


during the papal trip would continue. 


Vatican 


ENTRUSTS PROBLEMS TO MARY — 
Pope John Paul II said that he has 
entrusted to Mary “the great and very 
important problems” of his native 
Poland. The pope concluded his 
weekly general audience by com- 
menting on the labor crisis in Poland. 


REPORT FROM IRAN—The pope 
recently got first-hand reports on the 
situation in Iran from an Irish 
Dominican archbishop and several 
Salesians recently expelled from that 
Moslem nation. 


URGES UNITY WITH ANGLICANS— 
Pope John Paul urged Anglicans and 
Catholics to continue to work toward 
the unity of the two churches. The 
pope met Sept. 4 with the 20-member 
Anglican-Roman Catholic Interna- 
tional Commission and said the quest 
for Christian unity “is not a task for 
man unaided.”

SAN DIEGO—The Catholic Viet- 
namese community filled St. Joseph 
Cathedral last Sunday (Sept. *7) to 
honor the 117 Blessed- Martyrs of 
Vietnam. It was the fourth annual 
celebration for the approximately 
2,000 Catholic, Vietnamese living in 


‘San Diego. 


Prior to the Mass, at which Bishop 
Leo T. Maher was principal celebrant, 


“the bishop; clergy and congregation 
processed around the cathedral block: 
as Vietnamese singing filled the air.

CATHOLICISM was introduced in 
Vietnam in 1533, but missionary work 
was intermittent until 1615 when 
Jesuits arrived. By 1639, more than 
100,000 Catholics were reported in 
the country. A seminary was 
established in 1666, with two native 
priests being ordained two years later. 
A congregation of Vietnamese Sisters, 
founded in 1670, is still active. 


Severe persecution of Catholics. 
broke out in 1698, several times in the 
18th century, and again in the 19th. 
During the 50 years prior to 1883 
(when the French secured religious 
freedom for Catholics), between 
100,000 and 300,000 persons 
suffered persecution. The 117 
Blessed Martyrs of Vietnam. wer 
killed during this time. 4

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In an age when Christians are trying their 
best to come together in love and harmony, 
it isn’t easy to beat Catholic or Baptist or 
Presbyterian drums.

Contest,” “Gong Show,” and “The Newlywed 
Game”); in the other, the “correct” answer 
to a question holds that Ireland is due for a 
baby boom after Pope John Paul's visit there 
“because he told them to have more 
babies.” : 


Most intellectuals and _ sophisticates 
might write these off as “humor” or “good

natured jokes.” We think many people 
watching this show will actually believe 
what they are hearing. “iy 


The truth is the Catholic Church has - 


never come out against Chuck Barris. 
Catholic officials and Catholic people may 
have criticized his tastes in entertainment 
and his apparent values, but the 


‘Catholic Church -has not issued any 


condemnation of this man. 


And the pope never told the people of 
lreland or anyone else they “should have 
more babies.” The Holy Father has insisted 
that being open to having children is part of 
being married and part of being fully, totally 
human within the context of married love. 


He has insisted that there are morally 


acceptable and morally unacceptable 
means of regulating family size. 


The writers of “Hollywood Squares” may 
think it is innocent fun to twist the facts and 
sully the truth, but they are doing no one, 
including themselves, any good by leading 
millions of people to believe a falsehood. 


If these “cuts” were isolated instances, 
they could be overlooked. But they seem to 
be part of a pattern that attempts to make 


the Church look naive, outdated and foolish. 


We believe all of Christendom needs to let 
the TV industry know that such treat- 
ment of the Gospels, the Church, and 


Christian values is completely unac- — 


ceptable.

It’s a long way from passage ofa bill 
by the House of Representatives to the 
President’s signing it into law. A 
measure: can disappear into any 
number of legislative swamps along 
the way. 


Still, | am encouraged by the fact 
that the House voted (205 to 188) to 
modify a policy of the Internal 
Revenue Service which seemed 
excessive, which smothered some 
elements of free discussion by less 
affluent groups. 


AT ISSUE WAS an IRS ruling which 
gave a new and harsh interpretation to 
a reasonable limitation onthe political 
activity of tax-exempt, non-profit 
organizations. 

The ruling said that the publications 
of such groups could lose the vitally- 
important tax exempt status if they 
published accurate information on 
the voting records of public officials 
on issues of particular interest to the 
group. : 

IRS gave a number of examples of 
similar activity which could jeopar- 
dize the tax exemption. The effect was 
that such journals would have to be 
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Looking for the Lord 
Tax exemption and freedom of the press 
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constantly listening for the footsteps 
of the IRS whenever they dealt with 
the public policies which were of 
particular interest to their constitu- 
encies. 


REP. PHILLIP CRANE (R-III.) 
introduced the House measure, 
which was passed on Aug. 20. His bill 
would allow the agency to remove the 
tax-exempt status of an organization 
for specifically endorsing a candidate, 
but not for publishing voter 
information material or (1 believe) for 
advocacy of particular policies and 
issues. , 

In a previous comment, | noted 
some of the difficulties in arguing 
against such IRS rulings. Unless 
Congress limits them, these rulings 
have the force of law until someone 
takes on the federal government in 
court. Not many tax-exempt organiza- 
tions have the available resources to 
undertake such a challenge, whenthe 
opposition is being funded by federal 
taxes. 

Also, it’s difficult, if not impossible, 
to learn just how an original ruling 
originated, who started the ball 
rolling, what motivations were behind 
it. 
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IN THIS INSTANCE, there is a very 
strong impression (which| share) that 
the original impetus came from some 
of those nervous legislators who have 
been feeling the hot breath of right-to- 
life groups. A number of powerful 
senators and congressmen have felt 
their “safe” seats shaking beneath 
them. Many of these people have 
been in Washington [$ng enough to 
know how to stimulate a government 
agency to action while managing to 
keep their own influence in the 
shadows. 


Tax-exempt status is a privilege; it’s 
perfectly reasonable for the govern- 
ment to place some limitations on 
those who would benefit from this 
privilege. 

But when you're placing limitations 
on a right as basic as that of freedom 
of the press, the decision should be 
made out in the open, by legislators, 
not by the arcane procedures of 
government agencies. 


| HAVE NO problem at all with the 
limitation that tax-exempt religious 
publications should refrain’ from 
endorsing or campaigning for

particular candidates. | have a lot of 
problems with a policy which would 
prevent such organizations from 
publicly and freely arguing the issues, 
which would prevent them from 
reporting’ and commenting on the 
public positions of candidates and 
office holders. 


With the consolidation of public 
information empires, with the 
blandness of discussion published in 
periodicals aimed at huge audiences, 
much of the liveliest of public debate 
appears in small, special interest 
periodicals which survive only 
because of the tax-exempt privilege. 


These discussions contribute to the 
public health of our society. Public 
discourse would be impoverished if 
such discussion were smothered, if 
more of these publications are forced 
out of existence. 


| FERVENTLY hope that Congress- 
man. Crane’s bill will survive its 
journey through the swamps of the 
legislative process. 

And | invite those of you who wish to 
do so to forward these observations to 
your senators.

Q: Some months ago you men- 
tioned recipes for making the hosts 
used at Mass and that Rome was 
going to make a decision about this. 
Has this been done? 


A: The answer to this question 
resembles something like a verbal 
pingpong game. 

In 1978 the Bishops’ Committee on 
the Liturgy (BCL) prepared a position 
paper entitled “The Bread for the 
Celebration of the Eucharist” which 
was sent to the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith on March 15, 
1978. A prompt reply dated June 4, 
1979, stated that the matter had been 
examined attentively and thoroughly: 
“It would not be appropriate to accept 
the suggestion of the canonical 
paper...regarding the liceity and 
desirability of some additions to the 
matter for eucharistic bread.” 


The dramatic liturgical silence was 
broken on May 23, 1980 with an 
official Instruction which stated in no 
uncertain terms: “Faithful to Christ's

The full meaning of the 
celebration is found in the second 
reading and the Gospel.

Plain hosts only - 


real or imaginary, they are resurrec- 
ted at every opportunity to excuse 
present carping and moroseness. The 
past consistently poisons the present. 


Our friend will. not support the 
Church where it reaches him, in the 
parish or other diocesan institutions 
or organizations, because efforts in 
the days of yesteryear were not 
appreciated. He or she will not 
respond to the love of the Body of 
Christ where it touches, through the 
people of the Christian community, 
because it seemed lacking in the past. 


THEY STRIKE away or recoil from 
the hand that stretches towards them 
in friendship and acceptance, 
because they will not trust in the 
sincerity of the person offering it. And 
then, of course, when most people 
have been thoroughly alienated by 
such rejection, our unhappy friend 
can retire to brood on the lack of 
charity of everyone else. 


example, the Church has constantly 
used bread and wine mixed with water 
to celebrate the Lord’s Supper. 


“The bread for the celebration of the 
Eucharist, in accordance with the 
tradition of the whole Church, must be 
made solely of wheat and, in 
accordance with the tradition proper 
to the Latin Church, it must be 
unleavened...No other ingredients 
are to be added to the wheaten flour 
and water.” 


At the same time, the Congrega- 
tion’s prefect, Cardinal Seper, wrote to 
Archbishop John Quinn, the president 
of the Episcopal Conference, about 
the matter. The archbishop then 
wrote to the American bishops: “It is 
clear that the teaching of the Holy See 
is that for the Latin Church, the bread 
for the Eucharist must be made solely 
of wheaten flour and water with no 
other ingredients. So much for the 
honey and raisins!

In the reading from. Philippians, 
Paul takes over an ancient Christian 
hymn and teaches the highly 
developed Christology of the third 
quarter of the first century of our era. 
Jesus is divine and has always been 
divine. Yet this divine state was not 
something to be proudly paraded on 
earth. Rather, the divine Son of God 
took on the formof a lowly man, liveda 
human life and died a human death. 


The response to this lowly and 
humble life and death of His Son, by 
the Father, was to exalt Jesus and 
make Him Messiah in power, capable 
of bringing salvation to all who will 
believe in Him. Jesusis Lord. Heis the 
mighty one of God, fully empowered 
by the Spirit of God to change our 
lowly lives into spirit lives as part of the 
family of God. 


THE GOSPEL reading continues the 


same theme as expressed in symbolic 
form in the first reading and the highly 
developed christology of Paul. When 
Jesus is lifted up, He will draw people 
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faith 


“They are caught in the wheel of a 
destructive cycle. They isolate 
themselves in almost every way 
because they are miserable, and are 
miserable because they are isolated 
from the people of their community. 
We can reach out to them but there is 
no way we can force them to take our 
hand or respond to our smiles. 


What we can do is to refuse to be 
offended by their refusal. We can 
refuse to be embittered by their 
rejection. It is too easy to give up and 
shrug them off. “I have done all | can 
but he or she is impossible.” We 
decide they neither need nor deserve 
help. And that is a pity! 


REFUSAL TO LOVE and accept each 
other is humanity's greatest sin —we 
have Christ’s word on that. Somehow 
love always meets rejection sooner or 
later, because in very subtle ways, 
rejection grows deep within each of 
us. Jesus had to die to point that out to

to Himself and bringthem salvation, if iu 


they believe. 


The readings, however, make no 
effort to relate the meaning of the 
death of Jesus to His divinity. Why did 
Jesus have to die, and why was it by 
crucifixion? Why does His death bring 
salvation and how does one respond 
in faith to a crucified messiah? 


These questions are raised by the 
readings; these questions have 
tormented believers for centuries. 


CERTAINLY IF Jesus was to live a 
human life, if He was to share in the 
experience of our life, if He was to be 
like us in all things but sin, then He 
had to die. To live a human life without 
experiencing a human death would 
not be fully human. God chose to send 
His Son and so that Son must die, as 
we must die. 


But why the crucifixion? The 
response to this question is found in 
the perversity of human lives. Why are 
people embarrassed by the presence 
of goodness? Why do we tend to do

us. In the end He was rejected by 
almost everyone He loved on earth, at 
least for awhile, and He had to go to 
the very limit in love of God and 
neighbor. 


We have a function in this life and 
intrinsic to it is the willingness to love 
and be hurt and love again.

Paisley protests papal visit 


LONDON (NC) —A strong opponent 
of the planned visit to Great Britain of 
Pope John Paul Il is the Rev. lan 
Paisley, head of the Free Presbyterian 
Church in Northern Ireland. 


Mr. Paisely said he had sent a strong 
protest to the British government 
about the papal visit. 


“AS A HEAD of state the pope 
cannot visit the United Kingdom 
without conforming to protocol and 
having the approval of the queen 
(Elizabeth I!) andthe government,” he 
said. 


If the queen invites the pope, she 
will be violating the law, added Mr. 


~ Paisely:. 


“Moreover, as her illustrious 
predecessor Queen Elizabeth | was 
excommunicated by the pope—an 
excommunication never revoked and 
issued also to include Queen 
Elizabeth I’s heirs and successors — 
any relationship between the 
Protestant throne of the United 
Kingdom and the pope is impossible, 
except Britain capitulates to the papal 
dictator, who claims infallibility,” he 
said. : 

“IF THIS INVITATION is only from 
the Roman hierarchy in Britain, then it 
is a scandalous attempt to bring the 


pope into Britain by the back door, 
flouting the constitution and the laws 
of the realm. The blood of the martyrs 
cries out against this visit,” said Mr. 
Paisley. 


The visit was announced by the 
Information Office of the Catholic 
Bishops’ Conference of England and 
Wales on Aug. 31. The announcement 
said the invitation came from the 
bishops of England, Wales and 
Scotland. Although no date has been 
set, the visit is expected to take place 
in the summer of 1982. 

Criticism of the papal visit also 
came from seven Protestant organiza- 
tions. They said they plan to urge the 


- government to restrict the-visit to the 


Catholic community and to insure 
that it does not become “a lever for 
change in any of the laws relating to 
the Protestant constitution of the 
country or the Church of England.” 


AMONG THE SEVEN groups is the 
Grand Orange Order of Scotland. Its 
secretary, David Bryce, said many 
Protestants are angry that the pope 
has not excommunicated members of 
the Irish Republican Army for 
resorting to violence. 

“There is every possibility that there 
could be violent disruption of a papal 
visit,” said Bryce. 


Promote activities for elderly, says pope 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC)— 
Pope John Paul || urged participants 
in an international meeting on aging 
recently to promote ‘creative 
activities for and with and by the 
elderly.” 


Such activities “will bring forth 
fruitful results for a more humanized 
society and a renewed civilization that 
will sustain a greater fellowship of love 
and communion of hope and peace,” 
he added. 


THE POPE celebrated Mass in the 
Swiss Hall of his summer residence in 
Castelgandolfo with about 80 
delegates to the International Forum 
on Active Aging. 

“To turn our attention to the aging is 
to realize how much they are a part of 
God’s plan for the world, with their 
mission to fulfill, their unique 
contribution to make, their problems 
to solve, their burdens to bear,” Pope 
John Paul said in his homily. 


“The Catholic Church willingly 
lends her support to efforts that 
encourage the elderly themselves to 
look with realism and serenity on the 
role that God was assigned to them,” 
he added. “With the wisdom and 
experience of their lives they have 
entered a period of extraordinary 


grace, with new opportunities for 
prayer and union with God.” 


THE 60-YEAR-OLD pope praised 
efforts “to support the initiatives that 
will bring the forces of science to 
alleviate the sufferings of the elderly, 
to defend their right to life and to the 
fullness thereof, to minister to their 
needs.” 


The International Forum on Active 
Aging, held Aug. 31-Sept. 5 in 
Castelgandolfo, was sponsored by the 
Opera Pia International for Active 
Aging, in cooperation with the United 
Nations Fund for Population Activities 
and in consultation with the Center for 
Social Development and Humanitar- 
ian Affairs. 


Six bishops and 24 priests 
concelebrated the 8 a.m. Mass with 
the pope. 


THE NIGHT before, nearly 600 
youths had visited Pope John Paul at 
his summer residence for one of the 
pope’s frequent evening songfests. 


The group included 250 youths fron 
the Archdiocese of Salzburg, Austria; 
250 members of a French young 
peoples’ movement, Service to 
Vocations; and about 60 Italian youths 
from Guardian Angels parish in Rome. 
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Teachers are responsible

ERIE, Pa. (NC)—Teachers bear a 
“oivotal responsibility” for society and 
for the Church, Auxiliary Bishop 
Daniel E. Pilarczyk of Cincinnati told 
some 700 teachers in Erie recently. 


“Without dedicated teachers at 
every level, neither family nor society 
nor Church could carry out its 
mission,” he said. 

HE PREACHED the homily at the 
opening Mass in St. Peter Cathedral 
for the Erie Diocesan Teachers’ 
Conference. 


The theme of the conference was 
“Catholic Schools: Partners With the 
Family.’ >: 

Bishop Pilarczyk, who is chairman 
of the U.S. Catholic Conference's 
Committee on Education, said the 
task of any school could be described 
as “to unpack and explicate the values 


- of the smaller family for use in a larger 


context.” 

HE WARNED, however, that “when 
there are no real familial values to 
build on, or when the school, 
consciously or unconsciously, begins 
to present values contrary to those of 


the family, the educational process : 


tends to become inoperative or to 
disintegrate into anarchy.” 


When that happens, he indicated, 
“instead of being a partner with the 
family, the school becomes either a 
mere depository where students are 
left until called or for an agent of 
hostile ideologies.” 


But beyond the physical family 
there is the “family of faith which we 
are to join when we receive the new 
ae Christ through baptism,” he 
said. 
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THE MISSION of the Catholic school 
is to assist the members of the family 
of faith “to move toward adulthood in 
Christ, to approach that level of 
maturity in which one is a productive 
participant in a larger society —not 
just the society of the nuclear family 
or of the earthly commonwealth, but 
the society of all the saints and of all 
the ages.” 


Just as the natural school exists “to 
strengthen and deepen the ideals of 
the natural family, not to undermine 
them, so also the Catholic school 
exists to teach, to foster the ideals of 
the Catholic Church,’ Bishop 
Pilarczyk said. 


“This means that we must know 
what the Church teaches, we must 
love her and her Lord, we must make 
the message and the call of Christ and 
His Church the first and most 
important item on our agenda. 
Important as other things are, they are 
secondary to promoting our students’ 
growth in faith,” the bishop stated. 


HE EMPHASIZED the importance of 
“teaching by example,” commenting 
that “our students have to see in us 
models of faith and Christian life.” 


“Sacramental life, too, must have a 
prominent place in the program of our 
Catholic schools,” because the 
eucharistic liturgy, penance and 
confirmation “play such an important 
role in the life of the Church,” he said. 


“As the life of Jesus develops in 
young believers, as they grow in 
wisdom and stature and grace, they 
come for learning and guidance and 


strength to those who teach,” Bishop . 


Pilarczyk added. “They come to us.”

Clark proposes new education tax credit 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A broad 
system of educational tax credits 
which its sponsor says would be better 
than current proposals for tuition tax 
credits or educational vouchers has 
been proposed by the Libertarian 
Party’s presidential candidate, Ed 
Clark. : 


Clark, in a “White Paper on 
Education’ released in early 
September, called his proposal “a 
new concept designed to facilitate 
maximum educational choice for all, 
while disentangling education from 
government monopoly control. 


Under the proposal taxpayers could 
take a maximum $1,200 tax credit per 
student per year for practically all 
educational expenses. Taxpayers — 
corporations as well as individuals — 
could quality not just by paying the 
educational expenses of their 
children but also by contributing to 
the educational expenses of students 
who are not relatives. 


And he said that educational 
vouchers, under which the govern- 
ment gives parents authorizations 
which they can use to purchase their 
children’s public or non-public 
education, allows the government too 
much control over how the vouchers 
might be used. 


Clark’s proposal said such a 
program is necessary at a time when 
the public school system is failing to 
educate the nation’s youth. He 
charged that public schools sabotage 
the independence of thought and 
action for students and that conflicts 
over what should be taught in the 
schools invariably end up with some 
parents’ views being left out. 


“We would all look with horror on a 
society in which the government 
published 90 percent of the books 
available in America,” said Clark's 
position paper. “It is just as dangerous 
for 90 percent of our children to be 
educated in government schools.” 


Official challenges private school remarks 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) —The 
education director of the California 
Catholic Conference challenged 
remarks made about private schools 
by an official of the U.S. Department 
of Education. 


At a recent meeting in the 
department’s San Francisco regional 
office, Michael Bakalis, the depart- 
ment’s deputy undersecretary for 
intergovernmental and special 
services, told 20 representatives of 
California schools that the depart- 
ment’s role was “to point out the 
successes of public schools.” | 


“THE TROUBLING thing,” Bakalis 
said, “is that people are voting with 
their feet and going to private 
schools.” 


Noting that “nearly one third of the 
delegates at the recent Democratic 
Party National Convention were 
public school educators,” Bakalis 
hailed their participation as a 
“revolution” realizing the “political 
influence of public educators.” He 
added, ‘Unless we have this political 
clout, we won't get anything done.” 


Joseph McElligott, CCC education 
director, told Bakalis that “Congress 
has established the new Department 
of Education to administer federal 
programs for children, ‘both in public 
schools and private schools.” 


“The department is not the 
Department of Public Education, but 
the Department of Education,” 
McElligott said. 


REVIEWING the activities of the new 
department, McElligott decried the 
Carter “administration’s emascula- 
tion of the role and function of the 
congressionally-established Office of 
Non-public Education.” He also 
criticized recent administration 
action resulting in a decline in the 
participation of California parochial 
school students in federally-funded 
integrated education and bilingual 
education projects. 


Noting that Bakalis inferred racist 
motivation in enrollment increases in 
private schools, McElligott pointed 
out that “California’s Catholic schools 
enroll a higher percentage of minority 
group students than do the public 
schools of the state.”

NEW YORK (NC) —!In spite of the 
actors’ strike which has delayed the 
start of the regular season on the 
networks, the new programming at 
NBC begins with an impressive 12- 
hour adaptation of James Clavell’s 
historical novel “Shogun.” Locally, 
KCST-TV;: Channel 39, will air the 
series Monday, Sept. 15, 8-11 p.m; 
Tuesday, Sept. 16, 8-10 p.m:; 
Wednesday and Thursday, Sept. 17- 
18, 9-11 p.m.; and Friday, Sept. 19, 8- 
11 p.m. 


The central character of Clavell’s 
romantic adventure story, set in 
feudal Japan, is Blackthorne (Richard 
Chamberlain), a shipwrecked English 
navigator who is as bewildered as the 
viewer by the world of his Japanese 
rescuers. 


DURING THE COURSE of the first 
‘episode, he is cared for by villagers, 
imprisoned and brutalized by their 
samurai overseer, is sent for by the 
district’s most powerful warlord 
(Toshiro Mifune), survives another 
storm at sea only to be cast into a 
prison of condemned men, with only 
an occasional Jesuit missionary to 
interpret the strange language and 
even stranger customs of his captors. 


Directed by Jerry London from Eric 
Bercovici’s script, this well-acted tale 
of how a 17th-century European 
learns to live in an alien society makes 
vivid and compelling viewing. 
Produced in Japan on a lavish scale, 


“Shogun” is worth seeing simply for its 
authentic re-creation of a visually rich 
but dangerously different epoch. 


. Part of the series’ appeal is in 
learning about another culture, 
especially one as complex as that of 
medieval Japan, where a_ highly 
refined civilization was undergirded 
by the barbaric savagery of the warrior 
code. 


BE AWARE, however, that the 
treatment of this historical period is 
unusually realistic for television andis 
inappropriate for younger members 
of the family. The special effects 
suggesting decapitation, torture in a 
boiling vat, a samurai’s suicide, and 
the disgrace of being urinated upon 
are brief but necessary means of 
establishing the brutal cruelty that 
was part of the era. 


These several instances in the first 
episode will be enough to discourage 
viewers who prefer their entertain- 
ment innocent of such period detail. 
The 17th-century context is also in 
evidence in terms of the religious 
bigotry separating Catholic and 
Protestant, as natural then as it is 
offensive today. 


For those willing to take the 
consequences of experiencing an 
entirely different time and place, 
however, -‘Shogun” is first-rate 
historical entertainment as well as a 
fascinating introduction to a foreign 
land and its culture.
